Benjamin Franklin In Hie dig. 

It is now but a century since Benjamin 
Ffanklin, Postmaster General of the Ameri¬ 
can colonies, by appointment of the crown, 
set out, in bis gig, to make an official inspec¬ 
tion of the principal routes. It is about 
eighty years since he held the same office un¬ 
der the authority of Congress, when a small 
folio (now preserved in the department at 
Washington) containing three quires of pa¬ 
per lasted as his account book for two years, 
instead of a small folio with its three quires of 
paper, the post office acounts consume, every 
two years, 3,000 of the largest sized ledgers, 
keeping not less than one hundred clerks 
constantly employed in recording transaction* 
with 30, 000 contractors and other pe rsons. 

Work for Drunkards.— In Russia it is 
the custom to force persons arrested for 
drunkenness to clean the streets—a very excel¬ 
lent use to put them to, since by this means 
they have few er drunkards and cleaner streets. 
Something like this seems to have been adopt¬ 
ed in one of our western cities.

EXECUTION OF A NEGRO. 

James Callender, the negro who murdered 
Mrs. Emily Jones and her two children, on j 
Sunday, Sept. 7th, 1862, at Otis. Mass., ex¬ 
piated his crime in ihe jail at Lenox, on Pri- 
day, last week, at 10 1-2 A. M. The murder-; 
er was hut 22 years old, and his victims were , 
aged, respectively, 26, 4, and 2. Before the 
execution, he made the following confession : 

••On the 7th of September, 1862, at 10 
o’clock A. M.. I started from Gulf Bridge and 
went along the highway lo the lane lending 
to Mr. Clark's house. I went past Grant’s 
barn, thence to the river, then to Warner’s 
pasture. 1 f-MUid my father sitting on a log 
near a coalcamn. 1 had made an appoint¬ 
ment to meet him there. We were going to 
Belden’s Hill, to kill a stolen sheep, as we 
were out of meat. W hile there, we saw Mrs. 
Jones, and father said, ‘Now is a good time 
to haverewenge; you know how she served 
you about milking a cow.’ 

••I went up to the woman and took hold of 
her arm.

Information for the Instruction of Claimants: 

All soldiers of the present war who have servei 
two years, and soldiers discharged for wounds r< 
ccived in battle, without reference to time of sci 
vice.are entitled, besides their regular pay to ^lb 
bounty. In case soldiers or seamen nredischarge 
for disability or wounds while in the service, cun 
traded while in the line of duty, are entitled to 
pension according to the disability. In case of tin 

death of a soldier before discharge, through di¬ 
ease contracted or won uls received while in ser 
vice, his widow is entiled to receive the $P’ 
bounty, besides arrearages of pay and pension dur¬ 
ing her lifetime or widowhood. If the soldier die 
after discharged, from disease contracted or wound 
received while in service, his widow is entitled t 
a pension of $96 per annum, and in case of mar 
riage to the minor children under 1G years of age 
If no widow or minor children the bounty au< 
pa* will descend to the heirs as follows : First t< 
father, second to the mother, third to the brother 
and sisters, fourth to the next of kin.

Gen. Grant's army, at Chattanooga, has 
achieved a great victory over Bragg, in a three , 
days’ tight, closing on Wednesday, which re- J 
suited in the capture of Lookout Mountain, 
Missionary Ridge, and other commanding 
points, with from five to ten thousand prison¬ 
ers and about forty pieces of artillery. Our 
loss in the succession of battles wus only 
about 300. while that of the enemy, aside from 
prisoners, was heavy.

Tlie 8300 Exemption. I 

’One great argument why young men should ( 
ToluntecT, and secure a large bounty, is the 
probable fact that the $300 exemption clause , 
„t the conscription act will be repealed before 
the draft takes place, in January next; and 
th. n. service will lie compelled unless a sub¬ 
stitute bhould be furnished. Mr. Lane, Sena¬ 
tor Trout Indiana, has given notice in Congress 
ot his intention to introduce a bill repealing 
the money exemption, and there is little doubt 
that such's bill will pass. This will bring the 
price of substitutes up to from $1,000 to $2,- 
000. and prove the maliciousness of that cop¬ 
perhead lie, that the $000 exemption provis¬ 
ion was inserted for the benefit of the rich 
man. With that provision repealed, the poor 
man, who can hardly raise $300, will be dis¬ 
tanced by the rich man’s son, who can com¬ 
mand his thousands if drafted. It is clear, 
then, that it is better for young men who are 
in the first class of the enrolled militia to vol¬ 
unteer and receive their bounties than to be 

drafted and get no bounty except the small 
one which the General Government pays. It 
will be impossible for the majority of drafted 
men to obtain substitutes at any price, and 
they must go into service on soldier’s pay.

Daring Exploit. 

The steamer Chesapeake, which left New

The remains of the untortunate crea¬ 
tures have reposed for, perhaps, upwards of 
thirty years beneath the floor of this notorious 
house;’ and, until very recently, it ha* been 
occupied by different perions during this en¬ 
tire period. Th* msidens whose skeletons are 
now exhumed, had they lived, would be old 
ladies, and the innocent babe would now be in 
the meridian of life. In all probability, their 
murderers have, ere this, passed from earth.
